1. Short title.—These rules may be called the Customs Duties Drawback 
(Chokes lor Eluoresteni Lamps) Rules, 1957. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "the Act" means the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 ol 1878); 

(b) ‘‘goods' means chokes for fluorescent lamps manufactured or 

assembled in India or the State of Pondicherry from the 
imported material; 

(() “imported matciial" means enamelled copper wire imported into 
India or the State of Pondicherry on payment ol customs duty, 

3. Good.s ill respect of which drawback may be paid,—Subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the Act and these rules, a drawback shall be allowed in respect of

relative shipping bill that a claim for drawback under section 43-B of the Act 
is being made. 

G. Powers of ('.ustoms Collector.—Foi the purpose of enlorcing these rules, 
the Customs Collector may recpdte the shipper or the manufacturer of the 
goods to produce any books of account or other documents relating to the 
proportion and quantity of the imported materials used in the manufacture- 
of the goods, the value ot suth impmted materials and the duty paid thereon. 

7. Access to manufactory.—The manufacturer of the goods in respect of 
which a drawback is claimed imder these rides shall give access to every part 
ot the manufactory to any officer of the Central Govenunent, specially 
authorized in this behalf by the Chief Customs Officer or the Chief Customs 
Authority, to enable the officers .so authorized to inspect the processes of 
manufacture and to verify, by actual clieck or otherwi.se. the statements made 
in support of the claim for a drawback.
